strawberry crop now being gath­ 
ered in the suburbs of Ada. 
A. 
D. Swank, of Walkerton, 
Ind., came out here over a year 
ago and engaged in business for 
a while. 
Incidentally be bought 
an acre of land in South Side 
addition. 
In March, a year ago, 
he paid $25 for 6,000 strawberry 
plants and planted them on three 
fourths of the acre. 
He is now 
gathering the first crop. 
He has 
already marketed 140 crates, or 
3,340 quarts, and is positive there 
will be as many more to gather. 
These have been sold in the local 
market at the average low price 
of $1.50 per crate. 
So the gross 
receipts for the entire crop on the 
three-fourths' of 
an acre will 
reach $420, which would be $560 
per acre. 
Now as to the net proceeds for 
Mr. Swank’s little experiment. 
The plants will bear at least two 
seasons. 
Costing $25, this ex­ 


pense for one year is $12.50. The 
cultivation has cost $40. 
Picking 
has cost 36 cents 
per crate. 
Deducting these itemp of expense 
Mr. Swank will have left the net 
proceeds of $266.70, which would 
be $355.50 net per acre. 
Now Mr. Swank 
is no idle 
gusher. 
He is a conservative. 
For instance, he does not share 
the extravagant notions of some 
people concerning the fertility of 
our soil. 
But he does think the 
soil is good and the climate mag­ 
nificent, due largely toafavorable 
latitude. 
Altogether, he believes 
this country is admirably adapted 
to berries and fruits.

SOUVENIR ALBUM 


In the spring when eggs are plenti­ 
ful a great many are used upon the 
farm. 
At this time eggs are more 
appetizing than at any other season 
of the year. Attention is called to this 
fact in a recent issue of Farm and 
Fireside by Mary Foster Snyder, who 
gives some recipes for preparing eggs 
in various ways. 
We are sure that 
many of these suggestions will appeal 
to readers: 
Eggs en Fromage.—Melt one table­ 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan add 
erne scant cupful of rich grated cheese, 
mixed with six slightly beaten eggs, 
and stir constantly until the mixture 
is smooth and creamy. 
Season 
to 
taste with salt and paprika, and turn 
out immediately on rounds of toast 
softened with hot milk and 
melted 
butter. 
Serve at once. 
Eggs with Dried Beef.—Chop 
line 
one-half of a capful of dried beef, and 
put It in a stewpan with one cupful 
of stewed tomatoes, a few drops of 
onion juice, paprika and cinnamon to 
taste, and two tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter. Cook slowly for ten minutes, add 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, 
and three well-beaten eggs. 
Stir un­ 
til the mixture begins to 
thicken, 
then pour over hot buttered toast, and 
garnish with hard-boiled eggs cut in I 
slices. 
Savory Eggs.—Break five eggs into 
a bowl. add a pinch of salt and a lit­ 
tle chopped thyme; beat them well to­ 
gether. 
Rub a small stewpan with a 
cut onion, melt in it two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter, them pour in the eggs 
and stir constantly until cooked, about 
four minutes. 
Turn out on hot but­ 
tered toast or little pats of hot pota­ 
toes, and serve at once. 
Baked Eggs with Bread Crumbs.— 
Butter individual baking dishes, and 
for each person to be served mix to­ 
gether two tablespoonfuls each of rich, 
thick cream and bread crumbs, half 
a teaspoonful of minced parsley, a few 
drops of onion juice, and salt and, 
paprika to season. 
Put one-half of 
the allowance for each person in each 
baking dish, break an egg carefully 
over It, and cover with the remainder 
of the mixture. 
When all are ready 
set them in a quick oven and bake un­ 
til the eggs are set. 
Poached Eggs a la 
Reine.—Cover 
hot buttered toast, made slightly moist 
with cream, with fried 
mushrooms. 
Put a poached egg on the mushrooms, 
and pour over all a little cream sauce. 
Sprinkle grated cheeses over the top 
and place in the oven until the cheese 
browns. 
Garnish with olives. 
Egg Croquettes.—Chop 
hard-boiled 
eggs very fine. 
For six eggs make a 
''ream sauce from one tablespoonful of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour 
one cupful of milk, a little 
onion 
juice, and salt and pepper to season. 
Mix It with the chopped eggs, and set 
away to cool. 
When cold form into 
six croquettes, egg and bread crumb, 
place in a frying basket and fry in 
deep hot fa t

SUGGESTIONS FOR HOUSEWIFE. 


An excellent idea is to connect 
a 
spring to the refrigerator door, thus 
keeping it always cold, as children are 
often negligent in this regard. 
To clean gold jewelry with stones in 
it wash it in warm suds made with 
yellow soap with ten drops of 
sal 
volatile in them. 
You will find this 
makes the jewelry brilliant. 
Okra is a vegetable that is not ap­ 
preciated at the north as it deserves. 
The dwarf varieties do well and okra 
is an invaluable addition to stewed 
tomatoes and to soup, should a house­ 
wife find it insipid by itself. 
When washing black stockings take 
care that fresh water be used, both 
for washing and rinsing, and thus 
avoid having the stockings 
covered 
with lint, which is sometimes the case 
when they are washed in the same wa­ 
ter used for white clothes. 
Light cotton dress goods hold their 
color better when washed in this way: 
Four quarts of bolled starch are made. 
Half of this is put into two pailfuls of

and

washed until clean. Add water to the 
remaining half of the starch and rinse 
Dry and iron on the wrong side. 
Here is a way to remove a grease 
spot, which answers excellently: First 
place a double thickness of blotting 
paper on an ironing board. 
Lay the 
material on this and sponge well with 
benzine. 
Now put two more thick­ 
nesses of blotting paper on top and 
iron with a moderately hot iron. Re­ 
member that benzine is Inflammable, 
so don’t do this near a fire or light, 
and see that your flatiron 
isn't 
at 
scorching heat 
To a tidy housewife a gravel walk 
is often an annoyance. 
Unless it is 
continually looked after it will get 
untidy and then it does look so for­ 
lorn. 
In France the practical natives 
have invented 
a 
preparation 
with 
which they freely water gravel paths 
and roads and thus save much work 
and many a backache. 
Here is the 
rule for it: Ten gallons of water, 20 
pounds of lime, two pounds of flour 
of sulphur. 
Boil all together in an 
iron kettle. 
When cold pour off the 
clear part and use on the walks, being 
very careful not to get any of the mix­ 
ture on grass or flower beds.—Chicago 
Daily News. ,

They say they have seen the ether­ 
eal body, one of man’s subtler bodies 
interpenetrating the dense 
physical

vision and the occidentals are now 
seeing it by the aid of instruments. 
In being able to see the skeleton of a 
live person by Rontgen rays we have 
gone far to surmounting difficulties in 
making out the shadow of the eth­ 
ereal body. 
A hazy, semi-transparent 
mass surrounds the bones in a skia­ 
graph which seems to invite definition 
by simple methods of research requir­ 
ing little more than a better under­ 
standing of the offices of the different 
rays of light to give us a glimpse of 
the man that survives the mortal case­ 
ment. 
The ethereal body, erroneous­ 
ly termed the soul, seems to be a com­ 
pound of those electric corpuscles of 
which matter is supposed to consist. 
*'ith the unknown principle of animal 
life, and it is obviously a connecting 
link between mind and matter. A dis­ 
covery of this sort is calculated to rev- 
olutioaize the mental sciences and cor­ 
rect many erroneous ideas. 
It partic­ 
ularly is important to ascertain how 
the ethereal body 
acts during life. 
Many doubt the existence of any in­ 
ner form of this kind. 
But it is an 
established belief in the east, especial­ 
ly in India, handed down from ancient 
days. 
It is ‘difficult to see how their 
knowledge could have been so com­ 
plete, even including the fact that the 
ethereal body. never grew old after 
attaining maturity, unless they had 
been able to catch sight of the inner 
form.

backed by the government at Berlin, 
has purchased the island. 
Not un­ 
naturally it is feared that should the 
station fall into the hands of a for­ 
eign power, the working of the All- 
British cable might be in langer. 
it has been pointed out, on the oth­ 
er hand, that as the sale of the island 
is being carried oui by the representa­ 
tives of the deceased proprietors, the 
British sovereignty of the island is no 
way in danger, and even the acquire­ 
ment of the place by a German syndi­ 
cate would not justify the establish­ 
ment of a German naval station at 
Fanning island. 
The sale of Heligo­ 
land was quite another matter, being 
an international act that transferred 
the sovereignty from the British crown 
to Germany.

Some people in this community 


know pretty well the wonderful 
productiveness of our soil. Oth- 
ers have some general opinions 
about it. The outside, stranger 
world knows little or nothing 
concerning it. For the edifica 
tion of all the News here publish 
es some facts and figures about a 
strawberry crop now being gath- 
ered in the suburbs of Ada. 


A. D. Swank, of Walker ton, 


Ind,, came out here over a year 
ago and engaged in business for 
a while. Incidentally be bought 
an acre of land in South Side 
addition. In March, a year ago, 
he paid $25 for 6,000 strawberry 
plants and planted them on three 
fourths of the acre. He is now 
gathering the first c/op. He has 
already marketed 140 crates, or 
3,340 quarts, and is positive there 
will be as many more to gather. 
These have been sold in the local 
market at the average low price 
of $1.50 per crate. So the gross 
receipts for the entire crop on the 
three-fourths of an acre will 
reach $420, which would be $560 
per acre. 


Now as to the net proceeds for 


Mr. Swank's little experiment. 
The plants will bear at least two 
seasons. Costing $25, this ex- 


pense for one year is $12.50. The 
cultivation has cost $40. Picking 
has cost 36 cents per crate* 
Deducting these item; of expense 
Mr. Swank will have left the net 
proceeds of $266.70, which would 
be $855.50 net per acre. 


Now Mr. Swank is no idle 


gusher. He is a conservative. 
For instance, be does not share 
the extravagant notions of some 
people concerning the fertility of 
our soil. But he does think the 
soil is good and the climate mag- 
nificent, due largely to a favorable 
latitude.

At this time eggs are more 


appetizing than at any other Reason 
of the year. Attention IB called to this 
fact in a recent issue of Farm and 
Fireside by Mary Foster Snyder, who 
gives some recipes for preparing *ggs 
in various ways. We are sure that 
many of these suggestions will appeal 
to readers: 


Eggs en Fromage.—Melt one table- 


spoonful of butter in a saucepan add 
one scant cupful of rich grated cheese, 
mixed with six slightly beaten eggs, 
and stir constantly until the mixture 
is smooth and creamy. 
Season 
to 


taste with salt and paprika, and turn 
out immediately on rounds of toast 
softened with hot milk and 
melted 


butter. 
Serve at once. 


Eggs with Dried Beef.—Chop fine 


one-half of a cupful of dried beef, and 
put It in a stewpan witb one cupful 
of stewed tomatoes, a fe./ drops of 
onion juice, paprika and cinnamon to 
taste, and two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter. Cook slowly for ten minutes, add 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese, 
and three well-beaten eggs. Stir un- 
til the mixture begins to 
thicken, 


then pour over hot buttered toast, and 
garnish with hard-boiled eggs cut in 
slices. 


Savory Eggs.—Break five eggs into 


a bowl, add a pinch of salt and a lit- 
tle chopped thyme; beat them well to- 
gether. Rub a small stewpan with a 
cut onion, melt in it two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, then pour In the eggs 
and stir constantly until cooked, about 
four minutes, Turn out on hot but- 
tered toast or little pats of hot pota- 
toes, and serve at once. 


Baked Eggs with Bread Crumbs.— 


Butter individual baking dishes, and 
for each person to be served mix to- 
gether two tablespoonfuls each of rich, 
thick cream and bread crumbs, half 
a teaspoonful of minced parsley, a few 
drops of onion juice, and salt and 
paprika to seaoon. 
Put one-half of

first bridge across the Tiber called it 
Pons Subliclus, and when 
the 
en- 


gineers construct the proposed suspen- 
sion bridge .over the Royal gorge of 
the Arkansas river in Colorado they 
might well name it Pons Aerius, for 
while the Roman bridge was built on 
piles, the new bridge Is" to be built 
at the very top of the gorge, 2,600 
feet above the river bed below. This 
altitude takes it up almost Into the 
clouds and makes it the highest sus- 
pension bridge in the world. 


The work has been contracted for 


and it is proposed to have it ready 
for use early In July. 
Passengers 


carried across at this giddy 
height 


will be inclined to hold their breath 
and shut their eyes, but if they over- 
come their fears and look down they 
will see the river over half a mile be- 
low looking like a silver thread. 


At the present time there 
is 
a 


hanging bridge which carries passen- 
gers across the gorge, but It is far 
below the proposed new bridge, which 
will be at the very top of the gorge. 


Thus will Colorado steal the -dis- 


tinction which the bridge over 
the 


Zambesi 
river 
at 
Vivtoria 
falls. 


Rhodesia, South Africa, has claimed 
of being the highest bridge In" 
the 


world. Its construction at an altitude 
of 450 feet above the river bed was 
considered a remarkable feat and trav- 
elers have made the trip half way 
round the globe to see this wonderful 
feature of the Cape to Cairo railroad, 
but now Colorado will claim the hon- 
ors, for her new bridge will be six 
times as high. 


Up to thi; time of the building of 


the bridge over the 
Zambesi, 
the 


Clifton suspension bridge across the 
River Avon, below Bristol, England, 
Weld claim to being the highest bridge 
in the world, being 250 feet above the 
water of the river. 
This distinction 


she had wrested from the suspension 
bridge over Niagara river In 
1861, 


nine years after the completion of the 
latter bridge, which could claim only 
245 feet between the bottom of the 
bridge and the water below. 


Britain has one other notable sus-

The sale of the Island has caused 


some surprise, and raised the question 
as to what effect It will have upon 
the British cable station which has a 
landing there. 
The Island was an- 


nexed by Great Britain in 1888, and 
forms one of the principal landing 
stations in 
the 
All-British 
Pacific 


cable, which links up Vancouver and 
British Columbia with New Zealand 
the Queensland. The whole length of 
the cable is nearly 8,000 miles, and it 
touches first at Fanning island, 3,237 
miles from Vancouver. After another 
stretch of 1,895 miles it touches at the 
Fiji islands, then at Norfolk islands, 


rom that point branches run to 
Zealand and Queensland. 
It has 


been announced from Fiji that a Ger- 
man syndicate, which Is probably 
backed by the government at Berlin, 
has purchased the island. 
Not un- 


naturally It is feared that should the 
station fall into the hands of a for- 
eign power, the working of the All- 
British cable might be in langer. 


It has been pointed out, on the oth- 


er hand, that as the sale of the island 
is being carried out by the representa- 
tives of the deceased proprietors, the 
British sovereignty of the island Is no 
way in danger, and even the acquire- 
ment of the place b> a German syndi- 
cate would not justify the establish- 
ment of a German naval station at 
Fanning Island.

length and connects Brooklyn

In most cases these bridges have

contract for the electric road that is 
o cross the new bridge has already 
been let, and one and one-half miles 
of the road are completed.. The elee- 
ric line ascends from Canon City by 
an easy gradient about 11 miles to 
he top of the Royal gorge, and from 
here passengers crossing the gigantic 
lanyon of the Arkansas can look down

Bulgaria herself 


desires peace more than any state in 
Europe. Peace Is the only salvation for 
the principality." 


Ferdinand, unlike the king of Servla 


and Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, is 
not'to the manor born. He is the young- 
est son of the late Prnce Augustus of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha and Princess 
Clementine, daughter of King Louis 
Philippe of France. On the abdication 
of Prince Alexander, the powers prac- 
tically placed him in Sofia as a "safe 
man." His wife was Marie Louise; eld- 
est daughter of Duke Robert of Parma. 
She died in giving birth to their young- 
est daughter, Princess Nade jda. The con- 
firmation of Ferdinand's selection by 
the powers and of his election by the 
local national assembly was only se- 
cured from the Porte after1 the most

He has 
already marketed 140 crates, or 
3,340 quarts, and is positive there 
will be as many more to gather. 
These have been sold in the local 
market at the average low price 
of $1.50 per crate. So the gross 
receipts for the entire crop on the 
three-fourths of 
an acre will 


reach $420, which would be $560 
per acre. 


Now as to the net proceeds for 


Mr. Swank's little experiment. 
The plants will bear at least two 
seasons. Costing $25, this ex- 


pense for one year is $12.50. The 
cultivation has cost $40. Picking 
has cost 36 cents per crate. 
Deducting these item; of expense 
Mr. Swank will have left the net 
proceeds of $266.70, which would 
be $355.50 net per acre. 


Now Mr. Swank is no idle 


gusher. He is a conservative. 
For instance, be does not share 
the extravagant notions of some 
people concerning the fertility of 
our soil. But he does think the 
soil is good and the climate mag- 
nificent, due largely to a favorable 
latitude. Altogether, he believes 
this country is admirably adapted 
to berries and fruits.

la the spring when eggs are plentl 


ful a great many are used upon the 
farm. 
At this time eggs are more 


appetizing than at any other mason 
of the year. Attention is called to this 
fact in a recent issue of Farm and 
Fireside by Mary Foster Snyder, 
gives some recipes for preparing •ggs 
in various ways. We are sure tha 
many of these suggestions will appeal 
to readers: 
Eggs en Frontage.—Melt one table- 


spoonful of butter in a saucepan add 
one scant cupful of rich grated cheese 
mixed with six slightly beaten eggs 
and stir constantly until the mixture 
Is smooth and creamy. 
Season 
t 


taste with salt and paprika, and turn 
out immediately on rounds of toas 
softened with hot milk and 
melted 


butter. Serve at once. 


Eggs with Dried Beef.—Chop fine 


one-half of a capful of dried beef, and 
put it in a stewpan witb one cuptu 
of stewed tomatoes, a fe./ drops o 
onion juice, paprika and cinnamon to 
taste, and two tablespoonfuls of but 
ter. Cook slowly for ten minutes, add 
two tablespoonfuls of grated cheese 
and three well-beaten eggs. Stir un 
til the mixture begins to thicken 
then pour over hot buttered toast, and 
garnish with hard-boiled eggs cut in 
slices. 


Savory Eggs.—Break five eggs inti 


a bowl, add a pinch of salt and a lit 
tie chopped thyme; beat them well to 
gether. Rub a small stewpan with a 
cut onion, melt fn Jt two tablespoon 
fuls of butter, then pour in the egg 
and stir constantly until cooked, abou 
four minutes. Turn out on hot but 
tered toast or little pats of hot pota 
toes, and serve at once. 


Baked Eggs with Bread Crumbs.— 


Butter individual baking dishes, an 
for each person to be served mix to 
gether two tablespoonfuls each of rich 
thick cream aud bread crumbs, hal 
a teaspoonful of minced parsley, a few 
drops of onion juice, and salt and, 
paprika to seaoon. 
Put one-half o 


the allowance for each person in eao' 
baking dish, break an egg carefullj 
over it, and cover with the remalnde 
of the mixture 
When all are ready 


set them in a quick oven and bake un 
til the eggs are set. 


Poached Eggs a la Reine,—Cove 


hot buttered toast, made slightly mots 
with cream, with fried mushrooms 
Put a poached egg on the mushrooms 
and pour over all a little cream sauce 
Sprinkle grated cheeses over the top 
and place in the oven until the cheese 
browns. Garnish with olives. 


Egg Croquettes.—Chop hard-boiled 


eggs very fine. For six eggs make a 
cream sauce from one tablespoonful o 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of flour 
one cupful of milk, a little 
onion 


juice, and salt and pepper to season 
Mix it with the chopped eggs, and se 
away to cool. 
When cold form int 


six croquettes, egg and bread crumb 
place in a frying basket and fry in 
deep hot fat.

It is'difficult to see bow their 
knowledge could have been so com- 
ilete, even including the fact that the 
thereal body - never grew old after 
attaining maturity, unless they bad 
been able to catch sight of the Inner 
orm.

Famous Canyon. of the Arkansas 


River in Colorado Will Be Con- 


quered by Engineers at 


Cost of S1OO,OOO. 


The Romans when they built their 


first bridge across the Tiber called it 
Pons Subliclus, and when the 
en- 


gineers construct the proposed suspen- 
sion bridge over the Royal gorge of 
the Arkansas river in Colorado they 
might well name it Pons Aerius, for 
while the Roman bridge was built on 
piles, the new bridge is" to be built 
at the very top of the gorge, 2,600 
feet above the river bed below. This 
altitude takes it up almost into the 
clouds and makes It the highest sus- 
pension bridge in the world. 


The work has been contracted for 


and it is proposed to have it ready 
for use early in July. 
Passengers 


carried across at this giddy height 
will be inclined to hold their breath 
and shut their eyes, but if they over- 
come their fears and look down they 
will see the river over half a mile be- 
low looking like a silver thread. 


At the present time there 
is 
a 


hanging bridge which carries passen- 
gers across the gorge, but it is far 
below the proposed new bridge, which 
will be at the very top of the gorge 


Thus will Colorado steal the dis- 


tinction which the bridge over 
the 


Zambesi 
river 
at 
Vivtoria 
falls. 


Rhodesia, South Africa, has claimed 
of being the highest bridge in" the 
world. Its construction at an altitude 
of 450 feet above the river bed was 
considered a remarkable feat and trav- 
elers have made the trip half way 
round the globe to see this wonderful 
feature of the Cape to Cairo railroad, 
but now Colorado will claim the hon- 
ors, for her new bridge will be six 
times as high. 


Up to thi time of the building of 


the bridge over the 
Zambesi, 
the 


Clifton suspension bridge across the 
River Avon, below Bristol, England, 
held claim to being the highest bridge 
in the world, being 250 feet above the 
water of the river. This distinction 
she had wrested from the suspension 
bridge over Niagara river in 
1861, 


nine years after the completion of the 
latter bridge, which could claim only 
245 feet between the bottom of the 
bridge and the water below 


Britain has one other notable sus

rom that point branches run to 
Zealand and Queensland.

been announced from Fiji that a Ger- 
man syndicate, which is probably 
backed by the government at Berlin, 
has purchased the island.

naturally It is feared that should the 
station fall into the hands of a for- 
eign power, the working of the All- 
British cable might be in langer. 


It has been pointed out, on the oth- 


er hand, that as the sale of the island 
is being carried out by the representa- 
tives of the deceased proprietors, the 
British sovereignty of the island is no 
way in danger, and even the acquire- 
ment of the place by a. German syndi- 
cate would not Justify the establish- 
ment of a German naval station at 
Fanning island. The sale of Heligo- 
land was quite another matter, being 
an international act that transferred 
the sovereignty from the British crown 
to Germany.

sion. When De Witte became premlet 
he removed his old enemy from office 


The wheel of political fortunes has 


turned again and once more De Witte 
is down and Goremykin is up. 
De 


Wltte, unquestionably the biggest man 
in public life here, goes out unwept 
ana unsung and amid the rejoicings 
of the reactionists, who hate the lib- 
erals and who distrust him. Yet even

THE BALL BOX 


hands of the umpire It would not be 
so bad, but this is not always the case, 
as the men on the coaching lines tre- 
quently carry bad bails. 
The result 


of President O'Brien's thought on the 
subject was the invention of a ball 
box 27 inches in length, four inches 
wide and four inches deep. 
There 


is a funnel on the top and at one end 
of the box into which balls can be 
dropped, and at the other end, which 
is open, there Is a catch that holds 
the balls in until it Is turned to re- 
lease 
one or more of them. 
There 


is an opening the entire length of the 
box, 
so that the balls can be seen 


plainly. 
When a game begins the 


home team furnishes the umpire with 
one of these boxes filled with new 
balls, and he can either let It Me on 
the ground near him or hang It on 
the grand stand or players' 
bench 


near by. 
The box holds nine balls, 


and there is no <vay that one can be 
played out except through the open 
end. Players or the umpire may drop 
the balls that are returned into the 
box after the game starjts, but no one* 
would think of substituting a "punk" 
ball, because there is no way of calcu- 
lating Just when It would be put in 
play, and an impenfect one might be 
taken out while the home team was at 
bat instead of the other fellows. I'he 
ball box, as It is called, is a simple 
hardwood affair,, that is light out 
strong, and will ttand considerable 
wear and tear.
